CRUSHING BOLSHEVIS™M. 

With the free expression of opin- 
ion and with the advocacy of orderly 
political change. however funda- 
mental. there must Le no interfer- 
ence, but towards passion and malev- 
clence tending to incite crimes and 
insurrection under guise of political 
evolution there should be no len- 
jency. Legislation to this end has 
heen recommended by the Attorney- 
General and should be enacted. In 
this direct connection, I would call 
vour attention to my recommenda- 
tions of August 8. pointing out 
legislative measures which should 
be effective in controlling and 
bringing dowr the present cost of 
living. which contributes so largely 
to this unrest. On only one of these 
recommendations haa the Congress 
acted.

PROTECTING CAPITAD. 

Labor is entitled to an adequate 
wage, but capital should receive a 
reasonable return upon its invest- 
ment and is entitled to protection 
at the hands of the government in 
every emergency.

In the first list of twenty-six standard articles of everyday food just 
two items show a decline since 1917. Chuck roasts are seven-tenths of a 
dent cheaper; navy beans have gone down 6% cents. Flour and corn 
meal are the same price. Every other item has increased from two- 
tenths of a cent for sirloin, a fraction which does not find reflection in 
the retail price, to bacon, which costs 20 cents a pound more, and cof- 
fee, which has gone from 30 cents to 58 cents per pound, retail. 
The encouraging part of the table is that which shows the tendency 
toward lower prices evidenced by the comparison as of August 15 and 
December 1, 1919. In this column there are nine separate items which 
show a material decline. These are embraced in three grades of beef, in 
pork chops, cheese, lard, flour, corn meal and tea. The chief increases

HE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

President Wilson's message! ta Con- 
gress yesterday lacks the vigor of some of 
his former utterances, but there is no short- 
ening of vision. His gaze is still Fred on 
the ideals by which the course_of the ship 
of state was charted during the world ‘ar. 
He points out anew the predominant right 
of the government “to protect all its peo- 
ple and to assert its power and majesty 
against the challenge of any class.” He 
warns against harassing capital and han- 
dicapping industry,’ asserting that “Amer- 
ica is the greajest capitalist in the world.” 
The dominating note of the message is 
the demand for additional legislation 
strengthening the laws dealing an- 
archy, industrial disorders and the attempt 
of minorities to formulate con«piracies 
against a government by the majority. He 
regards the present industrial wnrest as a 


serious handicap to reconstruction, and he 


would have the Lever act extended and 
strengthened. 

“Russia, with its blood and terror. is a 
painful object lesson of the power of mi- 
norities,” says the President. “It makes 
little difference what minority it is; wheth- 
er capital or labor or any other class no 
sort of privilexe will eves be permitted to 
dominate this country.” 

In discussing tax amendments the Presi-

ORK FOR CONGRESS. 

After ten days’ respite Congress is 
in Session again. The poor showing made 
during the six months consumed in the spe- 
cial session has placed the vublic in a 
frame of mind where it hopes for the best 
but, perhaps, expects the worst. When the 
President is of one party and the majority 
in Congress of another there genorally 
isn’t much good accomplished. The ap- 
proaching Congressional and Presidential 
election will be likely to act a: a barrier 
to passing constructive legislation. At 
such times the leaders of each party are 
apt to be more concerned about permitting 
the other to gain no political advantage 
than about legislation affecting the coun- 
try’s economical and industrial welfare. 

Yet there has never been a time in the 
history of the country when constructive 
statesmanship was more necessary here 
is a muddle over the peace treaty to be 
straightened out; the nuisance taxes levied 
by the last Democratic Congress are still 
in effect; the industrial machinery of the 
country is all thrown awry by reason of 
government interference in business; the 
railroads will be going back to their own- 
ers within a few weeks and no legislatidn 
has been enacted to enable them o be 
operated efficiently and economically. In 
fact the country is left suspended, like Ma- 
homet's coffin, between war and peace, 
resting on neither. Government depart- 
ments are asking for $5,000,000,000 in ap- 
propriations for the next fiscal year exclu- 
sive of army and navy requirements. This 
is a little more than five times the total 
annual appropriation of any of the years 
immediately preceding the war. : 

The Times has not yet lost faith in the 
constructive statesmanship of the Revub- 
lican party, although it was not much in 
evidence during the special session. An 
aroused and compelling public opinion 
alone can Dring Congress to eschew parti 
san politics and devote itself to the vital 
problems of peace, reconstruction and in- 
dustry.

True, a bill passed the 
House; but the Senate was too much cecu- 
pied with the covenant of nations to :levote 
proper attention to it. This, at ‘east, 18 
the excuse given for its failure to act. 
There is hone that the Senate will give 
thorough consideration to the matter as 
Senator McCormick of Illino‘s is fathering 
a bill which, he asserts. embodtes the iMeas 
of men who have made a specia] study of 
the subject and which is understood to 
have the support of the Serretary of the 
Treasury. He expresses the hope that Con- 


gress will enact a genuine measure of re- 


form; and so say all of us. 


Sur FOR SAFETY. 

Welcome indeed is the action taken by 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Supervisors 
and the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation in starting a movement to secure 
the adoption of safety meagures on the 
city streets and county highways and in 
industrial plants. At the recent meeting 
held by representatives of these organtsa- 
tions they were informed that during the 
nineteen months this country was at war 
with Germany the number of American 
soldiers slain in Europe was far less than 
the number of people killed in the United 
States in preventable accidents It was 
further intimated that many of these 
deaths were caused by reckless drivers of 
automobdiles. 

It is high time that Los Angeles adopted 
drastic measures to curb the speed ‘iends 
and others who every month cause twenty- 
two deaths in this city. Education of the 
public in preventive measures is al] very 
well, but it is to be feared it won't put an 
end to this slaughter by a certain class of 
motorists who daily give proof that they 
have little or no regard for human life. 

This city might take a leaf out of the 
book of Chicago. There automobile speed- 
ers are sentenced to make slow trips 
through the- morgue, under the guidance 
of a deputy coroner. Youngstown, O., goes 
a step further and compels any motorist 
who has killed a fellow human being to 
hold watch beside the body of his victim. 
Jail sentences, however, would probably 
be more effective and it is to be hoped 
that juries will do their duty.

Many methods of enforcing the 
traffic laws of the State were dis- 
cussed at the opening session yester- 
day of the California Traffic Of- 
ficers’ Association at the Chamber 
of Commerce.
